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T here are many people wha, reading the signs of the ti mew, 
have come to the conclusion that there Is not sufficient knowledge 
of the personalities and traditions of American history diffused 
through the strata of American society. 
After arriving at thin 
conclusion. the# an* required to ((insider the currents that are 
.sweeping through this great common wealth, currents which th<*v 
believe to have their source in other places than American tradi­ 
tions and American history. 
A rising from this im pression there is an increasing demand 
that American history take a more important pface in our educa­ 
tional system , and that the method of teaching history is* changed 
to some extent, so that the personalities that have made this 
history la* so presented to the students that they w ill live again 
in the class room. 
There can he no questioning the position taken 
by those who believe that a people is influenced m ightily by the 
great men of the past. 
A s one walks through W estm inster abbey 
and sees the statues of the leaders in England's history one is im­ 
pressed by the thought that, anything that England may be, she 
is because of these men. 
They have been the builders of the na­ 
tion, and all that London or England is they are because of the 
lives of these men. 
What is true of the impression made by these 
statues is also true of the impression made by the words of these 
men. 
Nelson’s "England expects that every man this day will do 
his duty,” has found an echo in British hearts through the cen­ 
turies, an echo that was heard again at the battle of Jutland. 
A 
nation's history is tho history of its personalities. 
If this is true, facts and figures, and even principles, are not 
so important as personalities. 
Facts and figures may be related to 
the lives of the heroes of the nation, principles may In* linked up 
with their lives, bul tnbse principles should ta* seen at work in such 
bvt s. 
People are m ost influenced by persons. 
When the details 
of a person’s life are forgotten the person him self is remembered. 
W ashington and Lincoln should be made to live in the class room. 
Teachers need to la* so stirred by the biographies of these men 
that they will Htir their students to enthusiasm as they present 
them in their lectures. 
To sh VV how W ashington and Lincoln 
interpreted our common American principles is most im portant, 
if the principles are to be re-lived in the lives of people today md 
tomorrow. 
In virilizing history in this way, there is no reason why on un­ 
natural halo should lie placed upon the heads of tin* heroes o f the 
past. 
The more natural a man is the more he inspires and the 
stronger is his appeal. 
E xaggeration should be avoided and the 
untrue should be left out. 
W hat these men were, and what they 
did, will have a m ighty influence upon the generations that fol­ 
low. 
Such a knowledge will go a long way to preventing the re­ 
moval of the ancient landmarks that the fathers have set up.

P resident Harding expects to bring the un* u lunate situa­ 
tion of tho farm ers of the nation before congress when it convenes 
in special session. 
During the recess legislators, and others, have 
been preparing proposals to submit to congress for the purpose of 
giving aid to the farm ers who have been pasting through trying 
days. 
These proposals aim at bridging over the gap between the 
short time credits obtainable through the federal reserve system 
and the long lim e loans which may be secured from the federal 
land banks. 
Any legislation that will help the farmer will have the sup­ 
port of the people of the I iii ted States who sin* that only as agri­ 
culture is put on its feet will general prosperity be realized. 
But 
legislation that makes it possible for the farmer to borrow money, 
will not be of much use unless there goes with it some plan to 
improve transportation facilities, so that the produce of the farms 
may find their way to the market, that prices may be secured that 
will give the farmers of the country a reasonable return for their 
investment and a satisfactory reward for their labor. 
Legislation that has for its purpose loaning money to the farm- 
eis is in tin* nature of tinkering with a serious trouble. 
What the 
fan n er really needs is an income and not a loan. 
The f irmer 
needs a market ami a means of getting his crops to that market. 
The government of the United States is remiss in its duty if it 
fails to attempt to secure that market and to bring about satis­ 
factory transportation for the moving of the farm er’s erdps. 
The government should get behind the great St. Lawrence 
tideway project, seek to aid the peoples of Europe so that »hey 
w ill consume some ol our produce, and demand a more satisfactory 
service from the railroads. 
The farm er needs a market and satisfactory transportation 
more than he needs loans. Given these he can get along without 
loans, and without these lie will be unable to pay od any loans that 
he secures.

4 111 ID PROTECTIVE WORK 


T he statistics given out by the child w elfare organizations of 
the state ot M innesota show that these agencies are increasingly 
needed to take care of tile child protective work which is grow ing 
in geom etric ratio. 
VV. VV. Dodson of the Children's Protective 
society says that the growth of the work makes it necessary to 
call upon private bodies to assist in taking care o f the ever-in­ 
creasing number of children, m d of the m others of these children 
who, a careful investigation shows, require the care of the society 
for an average period of three years. 
W ith a total of 1,358 unmarried m others reporting to the 
state bureau in 1921 the broad scope of the work is seen. 
These 
children should have a chance, for they are not in any way re­ 
sponsible for their illegitim ate birth. 
U nless they are taken*care 
cf by society they m ay grow up to become a m enace to that society 
which has neglected them. 
The state of M innesota is protecting 
itself by protecting these children. 
The figures quoted show that more interest should be taken 
in the educational work of the Child W elfare Boards so that the 
state may see a steady decrease in the number of unmarried 
m others who are forced to seek the aid of the board.

II (STORM'A Ii TRADITIONS 


THERE are many people who, reading the signs of the times 
have come to the conclusion that there is not sufficient knowledge 
of the personalities and traditions of American history diffuser 
through the strata of American society. 
Arf tor arriving at this 
conclusion, the.t are required to consider the currents that are 
sweeping through this great commonwealth, currents which they 
believe to have their source in other places than American tradi 
lions and American history. 
Arising from this impression there is an increasing demand 
that American history take a more im}>ortant place in our educa­ 
tional system, and that the method of teaching history tai changed 
to some extent, so that the personalities that have made this 
history be so presented to the students that they will live again 
in the class room. There can be no questioning the position taken 
by those who believe that a people is influenced mightily by the 
great men of the past. 
As one walks t hrough Westminster abbey 
and sees the statues of the leaders in England’s history one is im­ 
pressed by the thought that, anything that England may be, she 
is because of these men. 
They have been the builders of t he* na­ 
tion, and all that London or England is t hey are because of the 
lives of these men. What is true1 of the impression made by these 
statues is also true of the impression made by the words of these 
men. 
Nelson’s “England expects that every man this day will do 
his duty,” has found an echo in British hearts through the cen­ 
turies, an echo that was heard again at the battle of Jutland. 
A 
nation’s history is the history of its personalities. 
If this is true, facts and figures, and even principles, are not 
so important as personalities. Facts and figures may be related to 
the lives of the heroes of the nation, principles may be linked up 
with their liVes, bul thfcse principles should be seen at work in such 
lives. 
People are most influenced by persona. 
When the details 
of a person’s life are forgotten the person himself is remembered. 
Washington and Lincoln should be made to live in the class room. 
Teachers need to be so stirred by the biographies of these men 
that they will stir their students to enthusiasm as they present 
them in their lectures. 
To show how Washington and Lincoln 
interpreted our common American principles is most important, 
if the principles are to be re-lived in the lives of people today and 
tomorrow. 
In vitalizing history in this way, there is no reason why an un­ 
natural halo should be placed upon the heads of the heroes of the 
past. 
The more natural a man is the more he inspires and tilt' 
stronger is his appeal. 
Exaggeration should be avoided and the 
untrue should be left out. 'W hat these men were, and what they 
did, will have a mighty influence upon the generations that fol­ 
low. 
Such a knowledge will go a long way to preventing the re­ 
moval of the ancient landmarks that the fathers have set up.

P r e s i d e n t Harding expects to bring the unfortunate situa­ 
tion of the farmers of the nation before congress when it convenes 
in special session. 
During the recess legislators, and others, have 
been preparing proposals to submit to congress for the purpose of 
giving aid to the farmers who have been passing through trying 
days. 
These proposals aim at bridging over the gap between the 
short time credits obtainable through the federal reserve system 
and the long time loans \Vhich may be secured from the federal 
land banks. 
Any legislation that will help tin' farmer will have the sup­ 
port of the people of the United States who see that only as agri­ 
culture is put on its feet will general prosperity be realized. 
But 
legislation that makes it possible for the farmer to borrow money, 
will not be of much use unless there goes with it some plan to 
improve transportation facilities, so that the produce of the farms 
may find their way to the market, that prices may be secured that 
will give the farmers of the country a reasonable return for their 
investment and a satisfactory reward for their labor. 
Legislation that has for its purpose loaning money to the farm­ 
ers is in the nature of tinkering with a serious trouble. What the 
farmer really needs is an income and not a loan. 
The farmer 
needs a market ami a means of getting his crops to that market. 
The government of the United States is remiss in its duty if it 
fails to attempt to secure that market and to bring about s a t i s ­ 
factory transportation for the moving of the farmer’s crops. 
The government should get behind the great St. Lawrence 
tideway project, seek to aid the peoples of Europe so that they 
will consume some of our produce, and demand a more satisfactory 
service from the railroads. 
The farmer needs a market and satisfactory transportation 
more than he needs loans. 
Given these he can get along without 
loans, and without these he will be unable to pay off any loans that 
he secures.

The*® Common Term s Go Back to the 
Early H iotory of the Britton 
Stock Exchange. 


So well mdnbllfdicd have th** terms 
‘bull” and "bear” become that they 
arte defined even In th** least collo­ 
quial of dictionaries aa "one who spec­ 
ulates or waders upon u rise in stocks" 
and "one who speculates or wagers on 
fall." 
The commonly accepted ex­ 
planation of the use of tin* terms for­ 
merly was that th** bear claws or pulls 
the stock down, while the hull tosses 
It. up, at It were, on Ills horns. But 
this is really nothing more than a 
guess, and the real 
origin 
of 
the 1 
phrase 
"hull 
and 
hear” 
is 
hurled 
somewhere in tho early history of tin* 
Battish stock exchange. 
Here, says the Detroit News, it ap- J 
pears that the earliest use of th** idea 
was In tin* proverb about "selling the 
bearskin before one has caught the 
hear," which was applied to all trans­ 
actions on th** exchange or elsewhere 
where there was uo immediate trans­ 
fer o f goods, hut only a payment to 
he math- at some future time accord­ 
ing as the goods had advanced or re­ 
coded In price. 
In "The Anatomy of ’("bange Al­ 
ley," published in 
ITI!*, occurs tho 
sentence: "Those win* buy Exchange 
Alley bargains are styled buyers of 
bearskins," a n d , in ITI! the terms ap­ 
pear to have come Into common usage, 
for the London Magazine **f that year 
refers to "hulls and bears." while 
George Coleman, in Ids “ Man of Busi­ 
ness," uses them in precisely the same 
sense in which they arc employed at 
the present time.

T he statistics given out by the child welfare organizations of 
the state of Minnesota show that these agencies are increasingly 
needed to take care of the child protective work which is growing 
in geometric ratio. 
W. VV. Ilodson of the Children’s Protective 
society says that the growth of the work makes it necessary to 
call upon private bodies to assist in taking care of the ever-in­ 
creasing number of children, and of the mothers of these children 
who, a careful investigation shows, require the care of the society 
for an average period of three years. 
With a total of 1,358 unmarried mothers reporting to the 
state bureau in 1921 the broad scope of the work is seen. 
These 
children should have a chance, for they are not in any way re­ 
sponsible for their illegitimate birth. 
Unless they are t alf en care 
cf by society they may grow up to become a menace to that society 
which has neglected them. 
The state of Minnesota is protecting 
itself by protecting these children. 
The figures quoted show that more interest should be taken 
in the educational work of the Child Welfare Boards sa that the 
state may see a steady decrease in the number of unmarried 
mothers who are forced to seek the aid of the board.

H a t Estim ated Th a t They Num ­ 
ber About 45,000.
